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Fatility 


HE three-man speed trap is one of those devices that help to gain for the 
police the reputation of “ flat-footed coppers” which they so bitterly resent 
One observed the other day—on a stretch of London street, incidentally, 
in which only a blown Alfa would be likely to attain any speed that mattered in the 
distance—was typical. There was the self-consciously sports-coated traffic observer, 
his colleague over-casually dealing with the end of the observed distance, and the 
man in blue waiting for the signal to descend, like a vulture in the hot summer sun 
on the victim of the trap. At the precise juncture in history at which this exercise 
occurred, the newspapers were full of the strangulation of two children 
We are unable to accept the police contention that this sort of thing is a primary 
duty of the force. The argument runs like this: The first duty of the police is to 
save lives; many lives are lost as a result of road misbehaviour, and, therefore, uf 
the police can prevent road misdemeanours they will be fulfilling their first duty 
of saving lives. With parking offences there is something in this argument, for 
the stationary vehicle in the wrong place is a source of real danger, but with 
vehicles which exceed statutory speed limits by a mile or two per hour it has only 
a superficial plausibility. No one, surely, will argue that a negligible danger at 
30 m.p.h. becomes lethal in potentiality at 35.4 
These views are not offered to excuse those who break road laws, however ill- 
conceived; they are expressed merely to show the futility of the present system, 
and, by implication, they indicate the futility of the speed limit at its present rigid 
figure. It is dangerous to place too much responsibility on the individual, even 
if his credentials are the high ones of the country’s police, but on past evidence 
of reckless driving prosecutions it is worth considering whether the better system 
might not be to abolish the speed limit and leave it to the specially qualified road 
patrols to decide when the wrong speed is being used in the wrong place. Alarming 
as this may sound, it is the system that applies on unrestricted roads. 


U tility 
HIS suggestion is supported by the workmanlike report of the Chief Constable 
of Oxfordshire on the six-months’ experiment with plain clothes patrols in 
the county. It will be recalled that this journal was prepared to support 
the scheme if the results justified it and provided that the anonymity of the patrols 
was not abused to the point of persecution. 

The actual accident figures are inconclusive, though encouraging, owing to the 
short period of experiment, but the Chief Constable, from his privileged position, 
is of the opinion that the “Q cars” served an extremely useful purpose on busy 
main roads; their presence there is advertised by road signs. He does not think 
that they affected the standard of driving in country lanes. If not used to detect 
petty offences he feels that they do not interfere in any way with the existing good 
relationship between police and public, and he is convinced that an extension of 
the scheme over a wider area would lead to even better results; he is equally con- 
vinced that the cars should be anonymous, if not the occupants. This latter convic- 
tion must be shared by all serious-minded drivers, however self-condemnatory its 
admission sounds; the whole value of the scheme lies in inducing road users to 
behave as if they were always under the eye of a police patrol. 

In the light of the experience, the Oxford County experiment is to continue for 
another six months. We wish it well, and shall continue to do so while its opera- 
tion gives rise to no injustice or persecution We also commend this thoughtful 
attitude to road traffic to the attention of other police chiefs whose men are 
occupied, three at a time, in flat-footed detection of minor speed misdemeanours.

The justices found that the defendant 
ran two businesses, one that of repairing 
and dealing in mechanically propelled 
vehicles and the other that of repairing 
and dealing in caravans. The police said 
that, as the caravan was being towed to 
its purchaser in pursuance of the defen- 
dant’s caravan business, the use of trade 
plates on the towing Jeep was contrary to 
reg. 29D The justices looked at a 
circular letter from the Ministry of Trans- 
port, produced by the defendant, which 
stated, in effect that he was within reg 
29D, and they dismissed the summons 


The Divisional Court, however, allowed 
the prosecutor’s appeal. The regulation, 
said the Lord Chief Justice, did not per- 
mit what had been done. If the Minister 
wanted to permit trade plates to be used 
in such a way he must lay a redrafted 
regulation before Parliament Lord 
Goddard pointed out that a caravan busi- 
ness might be run by someone having 
nothing to do with cars. 

Mr. Justice Humphreys pointed 
that to allow such a use of trade plates 
would mean that a garage proprietor run- 
ning any kind of a second business besides 
his garage business would be enabied to 
use trade plates in connection with that 
business. And Mr. Justice Jevlin sai 
that the only way in which the defendant 
could have justified his use of the trade 
plates would have been to prove to the 
justices that his dealing in caravans was 
not a separate business, but part and 
parcel of his garage business

OPEL OLYMPIA 
SALOON 


No. 1437: 


DAM OPEL began making cars as long ago as 1897, 
but the name was little known on the British market 
until 1937, when considerable numbers of the Opel 
Cadet and Olympia began to appear at low prices, which 
caused a good deal of comment. The company had passed 
into the control of America’s General Motors Corporation 
in 1928, and the works at Russelheim had been equipped 
with modern plant which made it one of the most efficient 
production units in Europe. Just before the war an ex- 
panded export programme was made necessary by the finan- 
cial restrictions imposed by the Nazi Government, and 
many of the cars were sent to Britain. ~ 

Since the war, production capacity has been restored 
by hard work, and Opel is again one of Europe’s major 
motor vehicle builders. The factory is once again under 
American control, and this year it has been producing 3,000- 
4,000 Olympias a month, besides considerable numbers of 
the larger Kapitan car and various commercial vehicles 
This has given the Olympia second place in German pro- 
duction behind the Volkswagen. 

When production was resumed in 1947 the car was simi- 
lar to the pre-war model, but the Dubonnet front suspen- 
sion had been replaced by double wishbones and coil 
springs. Underslung half-clliptics were retained at the 


rear. 
For 1950 the car was given a new front end and the 
four-speed gear box was replaced by a three-speed unit 
with steering column change. Progressive modifications 
were made to increase power output, and early this year 
the rear end of the car was improved to provide a larger 


luggage locker and a smoother line. The car is no longer 
available in Great Britain, but it is well-known in many 
foreign markets, and an ¢ of the latest model in 
export form was recently through the co-operation 
of one of the Swiss distributors, The Bellevue Garage, of 
Berne. 


Opel was one of the earliest of the big factories to adopt 
unit construction in sheet steel, and the Olympia engine was 
one of the first popular “over-square” units with bore 
greater than the stroke, a feature which British manufac- 
turers were prevented by the home taxation system from 
before the war. Recent developments, including 

the use of a counterbalanced crankshaft and an increase in 
compression ratio, have enabled the power to be raised from 
36 b.h.p. to 46 b.hp., and there has been an accompanying

improvement in torque which enables a _ thoroughly 
adequate performance to be obtained from a three-speed 
gear box. In fact the car will start quite smoothly with 
two occupants in second gear. It cruises quietly and hap- 
pily on main roads at speeds up to about 60 m.p.h. with 
a praiseworthy lack of fuss and body noise. Even on rough 
roads there is no more than the average structure noise. 
The engine pulls so well from low speeds on top gear 
that there is little need for gear changing on ordinary main 
roads. The gear change mechanism is, however, unusually 


light and precise in action, and the effective synchromesh 
between second and top ensures that when gear changing 
is required it can be done gently and smoothly with little 


thought or effort. In normal motoring there is rarely need 
to do more than make the straight up-and-down movement 
between top and second. In mountainous country the 
flexibility of the power unit is very much appreciated, and 
on Alpine passes second gear gives all the performance 
that can safely be used. After going down to 20 to 25 
m.p.h. for the hairpin bends the car will accelerate briskly

up to about 40 m.p.h. between corners, and even when 
driven hard in this way it maintains a satisfactorily-low fuel 
consumption. 

The brakes stop the car safely with a light pedal pressure; 
they are very smooth in action and seem to stand up to 
hard use. The clutch is also satisfactorily light in action 
and takes up the drive smoothly. For parking, the rear 
wheel brakes are applied by a good pendant hand-brake 
control which has adequate leverage and a positive ratchet. 

First impressions recall the flexibility and quiet running, 
for which the pre-war cars were notable, and the soft sus- 
pension gives a comfortable ride over most types of surface. 
There is, however, a fair amount of suspension movement 
over bad roads, which is noticed most in the rear seats and 
could perhaps be mitigated by more powerful damping. The 
new front suspension gives better handling and road holding 
than were experienced on the pre-war cars, but no anti-roll 
bar is employed and a fair amount of roll is still experienced 
if fast cornering is attempted.

The exterior was very clean, the black cellulose being in good 
condition, and fittings such as head lamps and bumpers being 
secure. The red upholstery showed signs of wear but it was 

ed. No wear was noticeable on the black rubber floor 
covering and the grey paint of the steel facia was clean. Both 
sliding windows worked smoothly and were free from rattle 
This car having a gravity feed petrol tank, it was desirable to 
turn off the fuel overnight. Incorporated in the tap was a 
reserve position to cover any emergency arising from the absence 
of a fuel gauge. 

Overall performance was good. The four-speed gear box 
naturally had to be used to get up speed with any alacrity, but 
on the open road a speed of something near a genuine 50 m.p.h. 
could be held for mile after mile. At 50 m.p.h., which was 
attainable in about a minute from starting from rest, the speed- 
ometer indicated 54 m.p.h. At a true 30 m.p.h. the indicator 
was only half a mile per hour optimistic. A true 40 m.p.h. was 
shown as 42. The splendid suspension, for which the model

DEALING WITH DAZZLE 
Cause of Dazzle and Its Answer 


[63527.}—It would seem a pity that many people with normal 
sight may have been led to believe that they suffer from defective 
vision because of some of the points of view put forward 
recently in your columns on the discussion on glare. 

For instance, the question of deficiency of pigment does seem 
to want some clarification. Putting aside extremely abnormal 
cases, it would be well to consider the following facts :— 

Glare may be said to exist when the eye is confronted with 
a light, the brilliance of which, however feeble, is in marked 
contrast to the general light threshold at that particular moment. 

For example, the intensity of light on a cloudless June day 
may be as much as 2,000 ft-candle power; 1,000 ft ¢ power 
may be quite a normal brilliancy of light om an average day. 
Yet at night the head lamps of a motor car, producing light 
value of only 12 ft-c.p. approximately at 50 yards, may result 
in almost blinding glare if focused on the retina on a moonless 
night. Almost anyone can look into the same head lamps 
switched on in daytime with impunity. 

Glare, therefore, in such normal cases has little connection 
with the excess or deficiency of pigment of the cye. 

The trouble seems to lie in the ability to avoid focusing the 
artificial light in question on the retina. The retina is not 
equally sensitive, but has one very small area about 4 mm in 
diameter, in the “macula,” where sharp detailed vision alone 
exists. Here a substance known as the visual purple seems to 
be required for resolving the light impressions received. This 
substance is exhausted very rapidly by impingement of light, 
and requires an appreciable time for recovery. Once any light 
point has been focused on this retinal spot, saturation of the 
visual purple and temporary glare or light blindness exists.

[63528.}—I have just read the article by Don Smith and must 
say that it would convince anybody that official inspection of 
motor vehicles was a farce, unless they had seen the system work 
out satisfactorily. 

Here in N.S.W. we have had a vehicle inspection preceding 
the issue of registration for some thirteen years. I have been an 
inspector since its initiation and will say that if the inspection is 
carried out logically it is a definite advantage to the motorist and 
a help to the safety of the community. 

It amazes me what people drive in the thought that they 
have a safe motor car and are yg bey pe others know that 
their cars are defective but they not like spending the moncy 
or are too busy to have the defects put right unless they have 
to. 

The fellow who does not know that his brake master cylinder 
is starting to leak, the hydraulic hose is almost or the 
track rod is getting all set to fall off, or any such thing ‘that will 
not make itself known until that moment when things happen 
all of a sudden, will usually, when told about the defects, praise 
the inspection system. The other types will abuse the inspection 
because it takes time or makes them spend some moncy and 
also uncovers their callous nature. 

However, I am certain that the rh my is a big factor in 
keeping accidents from mechanical defects down to a minimum.

in aromatics having little or no appreciation, a state of affairs 
which the addition of lead does nothing to correct. Since most 
high performance engines are more sensitive to the Research 
than the Motor rating, this point is of some importance. 

Thirdly, Mr. Goodacre makes the astonishing statement that 
the “engineering staff responsible for the cars had little idea of 
the significance of octane number in relation to compression 
ratio. They had, in fact, chosen the highest compression ratio 
that they thought their engines would stand, hoping subsequently 
to be able to ‘tune’ the engines on the race fuel.” The impli- 
cations here are so serious that it is worth placing on record 
what actually occurred. We received the 1951 Le Mans regu- 
lations on December 15, 1950, and in view of the trouble pre- 
viously experienced, we immediately asked the Esso company, 
who would be responsible for the 1951 arrangements, if they 
could supply us with fuel for test purposes which would be 
identical with race fuel We were given a most positive assur- 
ance to this effect, and between that date and June, 1951, the 
Esso company supplied us with approximately 1,000 gallons of 
fuel for test. 

The matter was not allowed to rest. In a letter dated April 5, 
1951, the Esso company informed us that the fuel which they 
were supplying, and, by inference, the Le Mans fuel, would 
conform to the following specification : 

Octane Rating: Motor _— 
Octane Rating. Research a45 


It will be noted, first, that the fuel has an appreciation of 2.5 
octane numbers, and, secondly, that there is no mention of the 
noxious lead. One final point is that in the Silverstone Produc- 
tion Car Race on May 5, 1951, with the cars in identically the 
same tune as at Le Mans six weeks later, we ran on 80 octane fuel 
supplied by the Esso company with complete success and with 
no trace of detonation. 

Mr. Goodacre states that the Le Mans fuel was 81 octane 
number Motor Method. In fact, according to an analysis carried 
out by the Esso company since the race, using fuel which we 
brought back from Le Mans, it was 80 octane Motor Method, 
and only 80.7 by the Research Method. In any event, and this 
is the only important point at issue, it was very different from 
the fuel given to us for test. M. Vanson, of the French Esso 
organization, told me before the race that the Le Mans fuel was 
a 73 octane aviation, spirit with the addition of lead. If this is 
true, and I have no reason to doubt it, it would account for the 
lack of appreciation which was confirmed by the Esso analysis 

I have no doubt whatsoever that the Esso company have acted 
throughout in perfectly good faith, and that they are as anxious 
as anybody to prevent any recurrence of these difficulties. They 
have not been assisted in their task by Mr. Goodacre’s unfortu-

Facts of Polarization 


[63531.}—Mr. B. Oliver’s observation [63458, June 15] on the 
phenomenon accompanying the use of izing spectacles by 
motorists, and the remarks of Mr. D. T. Hartley [63509], are 
easily explainable by anyone not totally ignorant of the simple 
facts regarding the polarization of light. Various methods are 
used by different manufacturers for producing windscreen 
glasses, and hence the phenomena would vary accordingly. 
Again, an interesting point is that the effects of polarization 
alter according to the angle of the incident light upon the 
windscreen and of the angle of viewing. This is a result of 
the fact that polarizing lenses are 100 per cent efficient only in 
certain positions, and as glare, whilst driving, comes from all 
angles, the true scientific value of polarizing crystals when 
used in sun spectacles is, in my opinion, absolutely nil. The 
giare is actually reduced by the tint in the sun spectacles, and to 
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continued 


my reasoning a proper ophthalmic sun lens dispensed by a 
qualified optical practitioner is to be preferred. 

While Zeiss in Germany recently showed me a polarizing 
lens with gtass outer surfaces, the type Mr. Hartley describes— 
i.e., the single piece sun-shield style—is made of plastic and 
is consequently very liable to scratching and damage. This 
negatives its efficiency as an optical appliance. 

For further information, interested readers of The Autocar 
may obtain information of the scientific aspects of polarization 
from any public library.

RACING MISTAKES 
Two Fences for Everyone's Safety ? 


[63533.}—I have read with interest the article by S. C. H 
Davis in your July 13 issue and, being interested in motor sport,

A LITTLE GOOD ADVICE

that there is not more 
amongst car insurance 
underwriters in dealing with the 
out-of-the-ordinary risk Such are 
the complexities that it is difficult for 
the car owner to judge the value he 
gets for his premium, even_when he 
is charged the normal rate in the pros- 
pectus. When it comes to special 
terms he is hopelessly at sea—and very 
much at the mercy of the insurer 
Heavy claims in this branch of in- 
surance, and a very small profit margin 
if not a loss—make the underwriter’s 
idea of an abnormal risk very different 
from the layman’s Many of the 
latter, indeed, are quite hurt to find 
that they are in this category 
From the car owner’s point of view 
the subject repays some study. Take 
the problem of the old car as 
exemplifying a bone of contention 
on which divergence of opinion 
exists even amongst insurers. Some 
of them regard any pre-war car as old. 
Others go back to 1935 or so before 
imposing terms. Various expedients 
include an increased premium, the 
reduction of cover to third party only, 
limitation or deletion of the passenger 
indemnity usually afforded by the 
policy, an excess, or, more mildly, the 
application of a special endorsement in 
regard to spare parts, or a demand for

Which is More Costly ? 

But is the old car necessarily a worse 
risk than the modern fast, more costly 
vehicle? There are, of course, many 
bundles of scrap iron which would be 
better off the road, but there are. many 
more, sound, well-maintained pre-war 
vehicles for which adequate, reasonably 
priced spares are available The 
modern car can, in fact, be a more ex- 
pensive proposition to repair. With 
the present-day trends in body con- 
struction a slight graze cam mean a 
major repair 

There is a certain amount of truth in 
the underwriters’ argument that, with 
old cars, rust erosion (often unsus- 
pected) and tiring of metal may mean 
extensive repairs after only a slight 
bump. The deterioration of insula- 
tion of the electrical system can mean 
a greater fire hazard. Spares for the 
uncommon car are sometimes unob- 
tainable. Yet if really accurate statis- 
tics were available it is doubtful if 
they would prove that the old car is 
predominantly responsible for heavy 
losses 

In spite of all this, nevertheless, it 
is the underwriter who pays the claim, 
so he is entitled to have a hunch, even 
if it is a little prejudiced. But so con- 
troversial is the issue that the motorist 
has every right to question his 
methods. Possibly the loaded pre- 
mium is the most logical method of

dealing with the problem. Theoretic- 
ally, any risk is capable of being in- 
sured—at a premium From the 
motorist’s angle, too, even in these 
tuumes, the idea has Wits advantages 
Once paid, the extra cash closes the 
matter. There are no snags later, aris 
ing out of special conditions 

An insurer granting the full cover 
will, most likely, ask for an engineer's 
report, or suggest the imposition of the 
spare parts endorsement. Neither of 
these suggestions is unreasonable. If 
the car is worth insuring comprehen 
sively it should stand up to the rather 
superficial, general examination which 
is all that many insurers seem to re- 
quire. In fact, the engineer’s report, 
as accepted by many companies (not, 
of course, including the detailed ones 
by the motoring organizations or the 
fully qualified motor consulting engin- 
eer) seem to be used, in practice, more 
as a kind of salve for the underwriter’s 
conscience than as an indication of the 
car’s roadworthiness. The printed re- 
port forms which they supply are 
generalized, and there is rarely any 
attempt to investigate the qualifications 
of the person signing the form 

The spare parts endorsement, which 
limits the insurers’ expenditure on 
spares to the manufacturer's list price, 
is a fair condition to guard against in- 
flated costs caused by scarcity 

The deletion, or the limitation, of the 
indemnity in the policy in respect of 
liability to passengers is justified by 
insurers on the grounds that a crash 
in an old car, as opposed to the new, 
is likely to prove more dangerous 
the occupants Underwriters hint 
darkly at defective door catches and 
weak bodywork. They may be right 
in the real antique, but the condition 
is often applied to cars which by all 
normal standards are sound and road- 
worthy 


Passengers Are Important 


It should be realized by all car users 
that the absence of, the passenger in- 
demnity might prove to be an ex- 
tremely serious matter. Before accept- 
ing such a policy the prospect of being 
saddled with the legal liability to pay 
damages to an injured passenger should 
be very carefully envisaged. Courts 
nowadays award enormous sums run- 
ning into many thousands The 
motorist, unless he is the owner of a 
real “old crock,” would be well ac- 
vised never even to consider such a 
restriction 

The imposition of a 
damage to car excess is hardly an 
onerous condition. It should, of 
course, be remembered that it applies 
to each claim. It is a condition over 
which a driver has some control. If he 
doesn’t have accidents he has nothing 
to pay 


compulsory 


Apart from the possession of an old 
car, there are other ways to becom 
the recipient of a special quotation 
For example, the most sound moto: 
risk ultimately becomes abnormal. The 
policy-holder cannot help getting old 
It must be said at once that the atti 
tude of reputable insurers to the old 
driver is very fair. If a risk is on a 
company’s books it will, normally, con- 
tinue for so long as the authorities see 
fit to grant a licence. In these circum- 
stances, if a request is made for a 
medical certificate verifying fitness to 
drive it would be unwise to refuse to 
supply it. Again, if a car owner in 
advancing years is asked if he will con- 
sent to be excluded from driving, he 
should not interpre: this as an attempt 
to turn him off the road. There are 
many elderly car owners who leave 
driving to a relation or a chauffeur 
[he underwriter wants to find this out 
and make certain that his liability is 
limited » 


Pity the Underwriter! 

Underwriters (who, curiously, are 
human) dislike this problem as much 
as the car owner. Its delicacy is illus- 
trated by this true story. The head 
office of one company asked one of ts 
branches to arrange this driving exclu 
sion. Back came the reply. “Ws 
regret that, although Miss is NOW 
in her eightieth year, she will not con 
sent to be excluded from driving. We 
have, therefore, obtained the enclosed 
medical certificate 

Would you please note that as from 

the Miss —’s name will be

At the opposite end of the scale i 
the young driver. Most people wil 
agree that he presents a greater hazard 
Youth will have its fling, and wit! 
youth goes ‘inexperience. So the youn; 
driver is asked to bear an excess 
provision which is applied, also, to the 
older man who is a learner. Usuall 
the period during which this exces 
operates is limited. It is in this re 
spect that underwriters differ. Somc 
stipulate for a fixed period of three o: 
six months. Others maintain the re 
striction until the test has been passed 
or until a certain age has been reached 

There is ane inconsistency about thi 
condition. It is applied by insurer 
to persons known to be learners. Yet 
many policies operate whilst the car is 
being driven by any licensed driver 
Chere is no obligation on the policy 
holder to advise his insurer when a1 
inexperienced driver is at the wheel 
Yet, if he does, special terms are ap 
plied. There is a strong case for, say 
a special policy condition, so that 
everyone is treated uniformly 

High-performance cars, and those 
with special engineering features, re 
ceive special attention. If you choose 
to learn on a speed model, expect 
special terms—they'll no doubt be 
justified. But if you are of mature 
years, with a clean record, and with a 
policy which has run for some years, 
you are entitled to resent similar treat- 
nent—and to kick against ‘t if necessary

No company likes to turn away good 
business. Cars with rear engines, in- 
dependent suspension, front-wheel 
drive, or three wheels, are disliked by 
underwriters, because of their alleged 
higher repair costs. Practice varies, 
however, and it pays to search the mar- 
ket for the best quotation. The foreign 
car, particularly when obsolete, is, 
owing to the spares difficulty, another 
type which comes into this category. 
It is a point worth remembering when 
considering a purchase.

They fear that, if 
such a person has to appear in court, 
he will be prejudiced before the case 
begins. If you have such an injury, 
your best course is to place your in- 
surance through a broker or a large 
agent. He will be able to get the best 
terms. It should be said that insurers 
usually give sympathetic treatment to 
war injury cases 

It is a well-known fact that motor 
insurers are allergic to certain profes- 
sions and to foreign nationalities. They 
argue that temperament affects the 
hazard. It is probably true to say that 
the man who takes a risk in his occupa- 
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tion is likely to take chances on the road. 
if it is suspected that terms are being 
quoted on this account (naturally, the 
reason is not disclosed) it is another 
case for the broker. He has a much 
better chance. 

With claims as they are, insurers are 
not always panting to accept your risk, 
so they will be unlikely to be affected 
by bludgeoning. But, if you have 
reason on your side and you refuse to 
accept special terms, don’t be put off 
by bluff. And, in the really sticky 
case, try the personal approach—to the 
head office if you can. It’s easier to re- 
fuse by letter. Your underwriter may be 
more sympathetic to your face. R.A.C.
